On the use of common salt for preventing the growth of moulds during 
breeding experiments. 
[ Abstract. | 

In a paper in 1943 the author mentioned that common salt in solution 
would serve to keep down moulds forming on leaves and larval excrement 
during breeding. 

By a series of experiments with different types of larvae it is now possible 
to show the approximate strengths which would give the best results.

An observation on the behaviour of a queen wasp, Vespula vulgaris, 
towards an incipient colony of her own species. 
[ Abstract. | 


It is well known that Vespula austriaca Panzer lives as a parasite in the 
nests of a closely related wasp, Vespula rufa L., and produces no worker 
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caste of its own. It is much less well known that other species of social wasps 
belonging to the genus Vespula are potential usurpers of the nests of their 
own species. It is suggested that this readiness and ability on the part of 
queen wasps to take over the nests of other queen wasps may be a step 
towards the development of a parasitic habit which in Vespula austriaca has 
become a part of the wasp’s normal behaviour. An observation will be 
described which may perhaps lend support to this suggestion.
